Well Known McGill Athlete Dies of Wounds 



Word was received last night that Lieut. Lome C. Montgomery, Med. '17. serving at the 
front with a Montreal Highland Unit of the Third Canadian Division, 'has died of wounds. Lieut. 
Montgomery had only recently returned to the front after a furlough in England, where lie met 
several McGill men. 

Lieut. Montgomery, who was & member of the senior intercollegiate football team, and a stu- 
dent in the Faculty of Medicine, enlisted origin ally as a- private in No. 3 Canadian General Hos- 
pital (McGill). Going to France with that unit, he rose to the rank of sergeant, and then deter- 
mined to secure a transfer to the infantry, where lie could see more active service. 

He returned to England, and there qualified for u commission in the Canadian infantry, being 
attached to the Highland Battalion under the command of Lieut.-Col. J. A. Cnntlie.. 

Lieut. Montgomery was known at the UniXrsity not only as an excellent all-round athlete, 
but us a brilliant student. It was characteristic [of him that he carried off the honours and prizes 
m spite of the fact that he was a member of the (senior-football, hockey and basketball teams, and 
also competed in the indoor gymnasium compétitions:

Major MacPhail Addressed Alum 
nae Society Last Night. 



HOPES TO BE IN AT FINISH 



Has Seen Much Service iï Front 
- — Praises Spirit of French 
Women. 



A deeply .serious and impressive ad- 
dress was 'delivered yesterday oveUr 
Ing at the K. V. C. by Major Jlao- 
Hhail, of the McGill faculty. .of Medi-j 
cine, who has lately returned from, 
the Front. 

Sir William Peterson introduced the 
speaker as a member of the Sixth 
Ambulance Corps, of which Canada is 
very proud, and of whose work at 
Viniy Ridge she Is deeply apprecia- 
tive. The Principal went on to say 
that Major Macphail was back for a 
time on active service, and will soon 
return to the front. He Is one of 
those who hope to be "In at the fin- 
ish." 

Major Macphail introduced his lec^ 
turc by saying that It was threo years 
since he left tlje University, and that 
during that time he had seen many 
sights and had had many sorrows. 
Hut the most memorable sight of all 
he had witnessed was that of the 
Canadian Army which had been 
created out of chaos. The Canadian 
Army is the equal of any army In 
Its dignity, sense of duty and disci- 
pline. By this time the enemy knows 
well the mettle Of Its adversaries. The 
remarkable thing Is that wo should 
have developed such a discipline. The 
Canadian regiments are well known by 
tho way In which they march, and 
Lite regard in which they arc held is 
well shown by the saying of "Mr." 
Kalgi "I know who has put me here 
(referring to his position), it is the 
Canadian Army." In addition to be- 
ing an army of 'force, It Is an army 
of goodness. I have seen Us men 
growln;; better, but no "man in it ever 
grew worse. Although 1 have lived at 
the front tsireo years, those years have 
been the happiest of my lite. That 
life is quite a normal one, we visit 
friends, our brothers, sons, fathers and 
talk of familiar things, tho old home 
life, the University and other things. 
It is hard for you here to understand 
our intimacy. At Vlmy wc had to de- 
fend a front of. 2% miles and one 
mile deep. It was a E good life and 
pleasant, one of contentment and 
peace. One is entirely free from ma- 
terial concerns when each day is lived 
as though it were the last. It is hard 
to explain to you how simple a life It 
Is, its three elements being equality, 
obedience, and temperance. At the 
front you have the impression of a 
world that carries on its work with- 
out your assistance. At first sight 
It Is not obvious what women have 
to do with the war. Until this pres- 
ent war, every war was fought in the 
interest of the women and of the 
home. The Germans have taught us 
that war is a business, and I nm in- 
clined to think that they do not con- 
sider it a paying business. 

In Canada wo do not experience t ; ie 
full benefit of the war as have France 
and Belgium, of course. AVe were the 
last to make a stand against the Hun. 
And so, the association of women 
with the war Is not so obvious to us 
hero in Canada. What we have done, 
we have done without having seen 
the foe face to face. Our situation is 
thus worse than that of France and 
of Belgium, for we havo to depend on 
cur Imaginations for our Inspiration 
and support. Here you are perplex- 
ed, because ybu are carrying on at 
once the life of peace and the life 
of war — a great wasto '.i you. Men 
and women have to be exempted from 
Military Service because they • have 
to keep up tho Old Show. For in- 
stance, on board the ship on which I 
returned, and also on tho trains, we 
were waited upon by hearty, able, 
young men. .

•Dear' . Just a line to let you 

know tliat I'm still alive and kicking. 
Well, after a calm but long voyacr* 
we reached Liverpool on .Tilly i. The 
boat was nut slow, beeausc she could 
make greater speecd when necessary. 
She was a. triple screw 32,000 ton 
bout, new, and fitted especially fjr 
that service. Our bunch had "state- 
rooms", four bunks in each with straw 
beds and pillows, but. the other units 
had hammocks. Our men acted «.* 
slgna'lers on the bridge, military poj« 
ice and guards on the water-tight 
doors. 

We docked at ti p.m., and hoarded a 
train at 6.30 p!m., travelling that nlgn-. 
through Crowe, Birmingham, London, 
etc., until about 4 a.m.. when we de- 
trained and marched two miles to a 
Segregation Camp at Ottcrpool. Wo 
were ordered 8 to a tent, but luckily 
we got away with 0 in ours, Anderson, 
P. A. G. Clark, Ross VViggs, Mc- 
Gregor (both Sel. '20, 1 tntnx), and 
Hlackshaw, who graduateo with Set. 
'17. On the boat Anderson, Latham 
(Arts '19, I think), and Maenaugliioti, 
Scl. '20, and I were In one cabin. Wc 
stayed at Ottcrpool till tno lïin. Re- 
veille al ô.uO a.m.. roll-call at six and 
a "littlo" exercise, a double for a 
mile or so, then broakfus: at Ï u.ui. 
After this we had drill, a -route 
march, one hour physical training frorri 
S to 12, and 1.30 tu 5 p.m., and lights 
out n't 10.15, This was our rirst tnsie | 
of real Army life, where wc got m 
line Willi our mess tins for grub, slept 
rolled in blankets on tno floor, etc. 
In the afternioh there were games 
and prizes for the winning teams of 
the different batteries. Tliere wors 
two other batteries, widen came over 
with us, and we licked -them m every- 
thing except hard baseball, w hich wo 
only lost 14 — 13. T.ug or war, relay 
race, obstacle nice, indoor baseball, 
soccer, all went to us In spite of trie 
fact that we "were christened tne "Kla- 
Globe Battery" by tile green-eyed mon- 
sters. 

On the 17th we had a 7-mi!o march 
to Shorncllffe, and were quartered jr. 
barracks, except the signallers, and a 
few others, for whom tnnre was no 
room in the huts. Unfortunately wc 
were all broken ' to pieces, and most 
of the fellows I knew best were draft- 
ed to the signallers on account of 
weight, and the rest of us nad to ae 
dismounted drill, I.e., ineia Àrtiller.*,. 
training, and Infantry training. 

I went to London on six days' leave. 
Wc reached there about 10.30 n,m. 
Wo went to Madame Tausàud's Wax 
Works, and after supper to the Hip- 
podrome. Willie there I visited Green 
Park, and coming back we passed 
Buckingham Palace and grounds. One 
evening six of us went to Kyae pan;, 
and listened to the band. While at 
Otterpool I met "Dad" Lamb. He 
was training Just a few miics away, r 
also saw H . Nichols at Shorncllfre. 
but was not speaking to lum. He Is 
a lieutenant In the artillery now. 
There are lots of other McGill men 
around, but they were borore my 
time.

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THE LIBRARY GENTLEMEN. 

It is annoying, to say the least, to have to continually complain 
' of the failure of certain members of our Undergraduate body to 
respect the elementary requirements of a gentleman. It always has 
been, and should be, the aim of the University man to establish a 
standard not only in matters purely intellectual, but also in culture 

A man who sets out upon his career without recognizing the 
importance of cultivating the habits of a gentleman, is bound, sooner 
or later, to be impressed with the immensity of his disadvantage 
even though his occupation involves nothing more public than the 
superintending of an insignificant farm in the solitary regions of 
the Peace River. 

There arc certain unwritten rules which must be recognized by 
us all if we hope to gain the respect of our fellows. Quite apart 
from what may be regarded by some as superfluous is the require 
ment that the rights of those with, whom we associate be recognized 
To a certain extent the law enforces compliance with this rule 
However, there are unwritten rules, which, though not legally en 
forceable, cannot fail to secure observance of those who receive — 
and are worthy to receive— the designation of "gentlcrnen;" 

Perhaps the reader is at a loss to account for this resort to morali 
zation on our part, but wc cannot resist pointing out the real ncces 
sity for a strict adherence to the elementary rules, the observance 
of which is essential to gentlemanly conduct. A visit to the Uni 
vcrsity Library almost any afternoon will assist very significantly 
in rendering clear the point we are desirous of emphasizing. Briefly 
stated, as a matter of fact, the Library has apparently lost its old 

time meaning to the student — so-called. A visit to the Library in 

the case at least of a person bent on indulging in reading — has of late 
been characterized by .one inevitable termination — a premature 
exit. The place ostensibly set apart as a quiet retreat to which the 
industrious student may resort for the purpose of study has degen 
crated into a mere rendezvous to which certain members of the 
■ student body repair for no other purpose apparently than to/ spent 
' a few spare moments in free and easy (as well as loud) conversation 
with their friends. Regardless of the inconvenience thereby occa 
sioned others, they succeed in drawing upon themselves the well 
merited disgust and anger of those— generally their seniors— whom 
they disturb. ' 

Surely men who have, at least, spent a few months at the Uni. 
( versity have sufficiently outgrown the more or less childish habits 
of the "prep." school to be able to realize that they are, at college 
put to à certain extent upon their honour, and that though the re 
strictions are for the most part of an intangible nature, nevertheless 
they exist. The respect of a man alone should be sufficient to pre 
vent him from thus acquiring for himself so undesirable a reputa 
tion as that which will surely characterize those of the above-men 
tioned tendencies. Wc certainly hope that there will not be further 
cause for complaint in the matter of the observance of the library 
rules.

You women are grumbling because 
you cannot bear the burden of war 
as the women of France and Belgium 
arc bearing theirs. It may help you 
If I say that I have seen the women 
of Franco and Belgium, and count it a 
privilege ■ to have been received by a 
French woman of any cIosb as even 
her equal. These women are frank, 
too. One said, "We appreciate greatly 
tho help of British as Allies, yet we 
detest the English because we cannot 
wipe out the memory of Cressy." We 
followed the same route through 
France as did Henry V. oh his vie 
torlous march. Those battlefields arc 
well known to us, and to tho French. 
If ever I run a war, I hope it will be 
against the French, for they are such 
lovely enemies. | 

In the French family tho woman 
seems to be the head; and because 
she has always been accustomed to 
do the greater part of tho work, she 
has thus fallen eo easily into her 
work at the beginning of the war. 

We went overseas In the winter of 
tiilS, / reaching England In April, 
where we were greeted as people that 
had come to fight for themselves. We 
reached Kent, with Its beautiful Eng 
ilsh lanes late In April; then later 
to Havre, where we first heard the 
sound of gups — "guns far away to the 
north — with their beautiful mellow 
sounds, like bells in the distance." 

The process of settling down Is a 
simple one; men find places in the 
barns to sleep. If straw is used, each 
man pays 2c. per night, but lc. with 
out the straw. At one place the land- 
lady had lost a leg, and .having io 
artificial one, carried always a chair 
with her. The officers showed their 
great sympathy for the sufferings of 
the French women, everywhere. 

Major Macphail told much about' the 
quiet life of the French .people, where 
he had been billeted, and showed how 
these people always did all In their 
power to make the soiafers comfort- 
able and welcome. At one time Major 
Macphail's company stayed at a con- 
sent, which held also 200 refugeja. 
"Coming back there, later, jwas like 
coming home," he said. "Those sis- 
tors were women of wit and humor; 
the men built homes for themselves 
out of tarpaper and sticks. There, 
living In a religious community, near- 
ly all of the men attended the Catho- 
lic church. The whole world seems 
Catholic to the soldiers In France. 
This is bound to have a great effect 
on tho country when these men re- 
turn. The churches are the only 
beauty mo'-'-s In Flanders. And their 
beauty Is something that we have 
never been accustomed to, even here." 

Major Macphail told of the delight- 
ful visit that his Corps made In one 
place that had been untouched by the 
war. "We would all like to return 
there some time." ... 

At.ono place, French band played 
tho wholo of the "Beer Gynt Suite." 
Asking an old peasant who stood by 
what he thought of the music of tho 
pipes, which the British soldiers gave 
In return, ho replied politely, "I, do 
not understand the music — I, am sure 
there must bo something the matter 
with . my ears," 

Nowhere did Major Macphail and nta 
friends get out of the region of warm- 
hearted Frenchwomen, who were al- 
ways ready to provide hot coffee, Cry- 
clothing, etc., for tired, wet soldiers.. 
We did not get on so well with the 
Belgians, said Major Macphail, but wo 
must remember that those whom we 
met were only a few— those who were 
forced by the desolation or their coun- 
try *to drive as close a bargain as 
possible with the soldiers. But we 
grew to know all the people In the 
small district In which we were sta- 
tioned — all their troubles, and happen- 
ings. 

i It was difficult for all the people to 
pronounce our names, especially mine. 
I was known usually as "the Captain 
with the little dog." The Belgians 
and French lack medical service, be- 
cause all- their doctors, are at the 
front So we had to heip these peo- 
ple out; 'and there was much rlvatry 
among us to seo which could have 
the greatest practice; the number ot 
our patients there often exceeded that 
even of Montreal. 

Major Macphail then spoke of his 
return to Canada. "When I came 
back, I thought that I should see the 
enthusiasm -that I saw on my depar- 
ture. But I see Instead a race an- 
'agontsm, enmity of religion. And 
the occasional drafts of men I r see in 
the . streets , are depressed, spiritless. 
r spoke at 'first of this unconquerable 
Canadian Army, and now I remind you

The Canadian army 
must be further broken up,' or with- 
drawn.* Remember, women of Can- 
ada, that when you are voting, you 
are doing it not for yourselves, but 
for the 'army. 1 . , 

,And' you must impress it on peo- 
ple*tharln. this montent of peril, per- 
sonal enmity must be dropped in the 
public service. Do this much for 
those who are taking P&tt in dally 
sacrifice. 

Principal Peterson expressed the 
deep gratitude which the Alumnae 
Society and friends felt for this most 
striking and Interesting address which 
they had Just heard. The". Principal 
spoke of the universal praise, and ap- 
preciation expressed everywhere for 
the great work' that the Canadian 
medical units had done. Alsoi "What 
bhould Canada do, offer £ho~- soldiers 
a Referendum when they 'are begging 
us for reinforcements?" (A loud "No" 
from the audience.) 

Principal Peterson spoke : of the 
great pride which the University folt 
In having such a . son as Major Mac- 
phail, "a noble example to many who 
are still lagging behind. 

At tho meeting. 163.18 was con-

some big Staff 'Officers. Then about 
a week after that we were formed in- 
to the 13th Siege Battery. Some or 
the fellows were too young, and some 
too small, so these were picked o-i- 
and sent tc another camp. The rout- 
sections were formed nrpnaoetlcally. 
so I'm In the 4th, or t> =uD-section, 
.-hile Anderson and Bvurtin are in \. 
The sergeants and some of the cor- 
porals are men from the old McGill 
Battery, and from Cape's, while the 
bombardiers and a few of the cor- 
porals are our men. Then the whole 
of the 2nd Brigade, C.R.A., was mov- 
ed' from Shorncllffe, and we moved, 
too, on Sunday. Sept. 2. The ndght 
before we left L with six others, made 
1.1T0 sandwiches— rooms full, for they 
were army ones. We left Shorncllffe 
early Sunday morning ana took the 
train to Mllford Station, then march- 
ed about 1V6 mils» with kit-bags, and 
everything el*e, to Mllrora Camp, 
Wltley. Before wf left that a.m., about 
2o fellows were picked out. and af 
terwards sent to Bexhlll, near Hast- 
ings. We never knew vrny, but the> 
rejoined us again a few nays before 
we left Wltley. - The day after we 
reached Wltley our five old officers, 
rejoined us. They had been taken 
from us when we reached snornclirte. 
and had been taking a course In «leje 
work at Lidd. where, by ttie way, they 
took the first five places. Then came 
two more Canadians ana t|wo Ura- 
perlals. At Wltley one buncn were 
on a signalling class, and another on 
gunnery. About 15 or !0 were left 
over, and were on permanent ratlpucs, 
which were very easy, only about one 
or two hours' work In the mornlns 
I belonged to ihlj noble party, and it 
was quite remarkable how t naa to be 
gradually letting out my belt. When 
I Joined I weighed 14t», and now i 
weigh 171. Of course t did not get it 
.-ill at Witloy. The thlra rveek wis 
were at Witley the battery, with t'.ie 
exception of about 10 men, took mus- 
ketry, and on the Friday following 
went to the ranges at AWershot. The 
iistance is about 12 to U miles. V/e 
left at about 1.30 p.m. with rifle, 
sreat-coat, water bottle, mess tin, 
ground sheet, haversack ana gar, hel- 
met. We arrived at Norm camp. Al- 
dershot, at about 6 p.m., and slept 
there In huts that night. Next a.m. 
we went to the ranges, and fired flvt> 
ahots. grouping at 100 yaras. 0 appli- 
cation, and 5 rapid In 30 sees, at 20v 
yards, then 5 with the gas nclmet on 
la rotten, nasty, sloppy jooi, at 200, 
and 5 application at 300. We broke 
the previous record .wrase of 63 by 
point.». I thought I'd only made 70. 
but the official report gave me 83 .out 
of a possible 105. We were trtrough 
about noon, and after lunch three or 
us hlr'.-d a boat, and went to a regatta 
on Lake Mychette, Just outside the 
camp. Afterwards we rowed up Ihe 
canal a Utile way, and were back In 
time to catch the 4.30 tram Into AI- 
<lerslv.it town— (about 7 minutes' ride) 
There we walked about a btt. nad sup- 
ner, went to a movie, and then to tne 
<* p.m. snow at the HIppoarome. TV> 
h?.d to leave a few minutes early, 
though, to get the 9.43 back, whlon 
put us in on the stroke of 1» p.m. On 
Sunday mornlns we started back at 
8.40 a.m., and reached Wltley at 12.30 
p.m. 

Tho scenery around Witley wa6 
very beautiful, and I had a few nice 
walks to nearby towns and villages. 
Wo were, while there, however, still 
attached to the 2nd Brigade. C R. A., 
for rations, discipline, etc., but now 
we are free from that. We are now 
In an Imperial camp, and the hours 
are much better. Reveille Is at 5 
Instead of 5. then no roll-call at 5.15. 
and no P.T. before breakfast, which is 
at 7.30. Fall in and drill is from 815 
to 12.30, and 1.45 p.m. to 4 p.m. Thon 
we are free to go out till 10 p.m., in- 
stead of till 9. We also have Iron 
beds, and a kind of mattress Instead 
of just 3 planks across two little 
stands. The huts also are better, 
and' there is a movie, arid a theatre in 
-•amp. On Saturdays and Sundays '.ve 
are off at 12.30 p.m., and last Satur- 
day four of us went for a walk, ar.d 
coming across the Aldershot bus, we 
rode into Farnborough, spent the af- 
ternoon there, 4ml took a taxi back. 
Sunday wc went for a boat on t):e 
canal, but could not get one.

Dear , We are fairly well set- 
tled hero now, and find it the bast 
camp so far. We are tho only Can- 
adians around/.and most of tho Im- 
perials arc young fellows. Wc 'have 
our own mess room, etc. As soon us 
wo arrived here they started us In on 
gun drill, platform- and gin erection, 
and the methods of moving gun's. We 
finished up our gun drill yesterday 
to a certain extent, and we expect to 
do night gun work and pit digging for 
a bit now. I'm number 9 on my gun 
team, which means that I carry shells 
up to 'the gun from the shell pit Its 
pretty stale and strenuous work at 
times, but I'm used to It now. 

I've got to know the fellows in my 
section better now. There is a fine 
bunch, aitd our sergeant is the best 
In the battery. I'm quite content to 
be a "near rank gunner," as the say- 
ing is, and have none of the old-time 
aspirations to stripes, etc. A gunner's 
life is the best. 

There is a Garrison Theatre across 
in the. Infantry lines, and they put 
on some very good plays there, a few 
of which are, "Under Cover," "The 
Rosary," "The Merry Widow 1 ," etc. I 
go up to Bee them fairly regularly. 
This Is not a very great extravagance, 
is the front rows are only 2s. Cd., and 
the next are Is. There are also a cou- 
ple of movie shows. A few towns and 
villages cluster around within a five 
mile radius, but after seeing them 
once, there is nothing else to attract 
you again. Theres' Grlmley, Camber- 
ley, Aldershot, Farnborough^ and 
Woking all within reach by bus or 
taxi or train, or an hour's walk. 

If raver you have any old '"Dally" 
papers^ that you don't particularly 
want to keep or send homo, you might 
send them over now and then, as I 
should very much like to know what 
Is going on at college. This, however, 
will not exempt you from writing.

On the whole we 
are in a somewhat livelier way than 
when you saw us. . . . and our 
child (do you just remember the lit- 
tle beginning of a creature") Is quite 
stron* and well, a good gracious little 
fellow who makes the home ring with 
hi* laughter from morn till night. 
Story informs me of you and you re, 
but you must go over all that ground 
again, and tell us how painting ad- 
vances, and poetry, and as much about 
yourself as your beneficence choo3t;s. 
I know I have never once made a 
fresh American acquaintance that 1 
did not question, .the first thing, about 
you and George Curtis. Wtllard, ana 
Norton, 'There are no better hearts 
on earth.' as your and our Emerson 
sal's. . . . 

"You may think what a joy it wa a to 
us to have the Storys come over to 
us on the day of our arrival here. 
They are on the hill-top— we house In 
the clefts of the rock. We came In 
ignorance that they were In Tuscany. 
Now we see them daily or nearly so, 
and our weeks go only too fleetly 
by, with them to speed them In this 
delightful place — for such It is, s>plie 
of a clot of Dukes and Kings— kinsmen 
who are sojourning here also. The 
beauty is more than they can spoil. 

... I shall let my wife finish this 
scrap." 

Mrs. Browning wrote tot Mrs. 
Cranch: 

"If you ever forgive us. which 1» 
possible, though Improbable on lite 
whole within the bounds of human 
nature, do tell us of the children. The 
sight of Mrs. Story's reminds mo that 
I must not any longer think or them 
as babies, indeed even my own boy 
might suggest as much. Do yoii re- 
member the small creature with fluent 
arms and legs? . . . Try lo believe 
that we have never forgotten any or 
you, nor are likely to forget you ever. 
The truth Is, my husband Is deep In 
the corruption of neglectful or pro- 
crastinating letter writing and al- 
though I have cried in his ears as loud 
as conscience Itself, he put off from 
one week to another, and from one 
month to another, writing the letter 
due to you, till he covered his sin. in 
the ashes of shame, and made up his 
mind never to dare to do it. . . . ' 

"You see we are back again In Italy 
after a year and a half In Paris and 
London. Will you come bck? Do 
you ever think of it, dream of it, Ions 
for it? . Or arc you caught up In lha 
great Whirlpool of American life, nn<i 
stunned deaf to the music of Italy? 
For my part, absent or present, the 
tune of it sings on in my head. 1 
liked Paris very much, but the love 
of my Florence would not go out —

CHEMISTRY TOID TO 
LOOK INTO FUTURE 

Mr. B. C. Hmm, A New York 
Chemist, Addresses Chemists 
in Cambridge. 



Before the Chemical Society of 
Massachusetts Institute of Techno- 
logy in Cambridge, Mr. B. C. Hesse, 
a New York chemist of note, address- 
ed gome 125 members on "Doing; Our 
Bit." He spoke of the prominent 
part chemistry has played, and will 
in the future continue to play in 
bringing: an end of this terrible war. 

At present, when the war guns are 
being kept busy, little attention is 
being paid to after-the-war affairs. 
In the period after the war, and Jn 
the rush of rebuilding and making up 
foi; lost opportunities In the multi- 
tudinous directions offered, the chem- 
ist may be lost sight of unless he now 
plans systematically ahead, as well ao 
prepares himself for future tasks. 

Generally speaking, the chemists' 
future work can be classified as per- 
taining to matters of national defencer 
development of natural resources. 

Mr. Hesse called the chemists* at- 
tention to the importance of holding 
the public confidence, as well as the 
confidence of capital, and the value of 
co-operation with the government. He 
advised them not to Indulge. In any 
wild schemes, and to do what they 
promise, and not to promise too much 
such as they could never live up to. 

AN EXAMPLE OF EFFICIENCY. 

"There Is but one subject to which 
the minds of all are • turned at the 
present time." In this manner Pro- 
fessor Harold Jacoby announced the 
subject of his very Interesting talk 
the Chapel of Columbia University 
week ago.' Prof essor Jacoby took as 
a general theme the results which 
personal efficiency, and also old 
fashioned grit and perseverance can 
attain In preparation for war. 

The professor's Idea of efficiency, fi 
not seeking something to do, and do- 
ing that in a highly efficient manner 
but consists In taking what is befora 
you, and accomplishing It as well as 
possible. 

Professor Jacoby then gave a spec! 
flc Instance of the success of Hie 
theory. He told of a boy In the Naval 
Reserves, who -was put to work with 
„ pick and shovel. Although this work 
was not what the boy had expected 
the navy, yet lie started In without 
a complaint, and with the determina- 
tion to become a good shoveler. He 
succeeded In this and In other things, 
and at the present time, this young 
fellow is the commander of one of 
the new submarine-chasers. 

Professor Jacoby called this exam- 
ple a good instance of what efficien- 
cy and determination can do. He con- 
cluded his remarks by admitting, w!tn 
a proud 'smile, that the boy was his
